THE CHRISTMAS SPIRIT 


To an increasing number of people Christmas is becoming 
a sort of year ‘round affair. They begin to save money for 
Christmas more than a year in advance. And the interesting 
thing is that most of them keep it up throughout the year. 

On December 1, many millions of dollars will be distribut- 
ed in California from the Christmas Club accounts which the 
foresighted started early in December last year. Bank of 
America reports that it alone will send out $19 million to 180,- 
000 Christmas Club members. This is an increase of $3Y% 
million and 30,000 members over the 1947 totals. 

Indications are that Christmas savings as a whole through- 
out California may top even the high wartime year of 1942. 
On a national scale this type of thrift has reached well into 
the billions with millions of persons participating. 

Bankers estimate that about 70 per cent of the money 
distributed each December goes into trade channels through 
the purchase of gifts and other items; 5 per cent is used to pay 
old bills, taxes, etc.; 12 per cent is invested in stocks, bonds 
and the like; and 13 per cent goes back into savings. 

Probably the most encouraging thing is that so many peo- 
ple are saving in spite of the living costs. This shows a wide 
determination to get ahead financially and to keep ahead.

The city council is formulating a 
new program for civic improvement 
to repiace the 14-point program 
drawn up three years ago, and which 
is now largely accomplished. Five 
points have not been wholly accom- 
plished, however, and these will be 
carried over into the new program. 
Three of these points (codification 
of city ordinances, some further an- 
nexation to the city’s boundaries, 
and the securing of lower water 


rates through city operation of the’ 


water system) have been discussed 
in this column recently. The other 
two are the solution of our drain- 
age problem and protection against 
the erosion of the.Menlo Park bank 
of San Francisquito Creek. 

Menlo Park’s topography is for- 
tunate from the standpoint of 
storm-water drainage. The land 

_Slopes very gradually toward the 
bay, and except at the very ysouth- 
westerly extremity of our city there 
are no steep hills or valleys. As a 
result the rain in most of the area 
does not tend to run in rivulets 
down our streets, but most sinks 
into the soil while the balance gath- 
ers in puddles along the edge of 
the streets until it also gradually 
drains into the subsoil. 

In some parts of our city, however, 
cur streets have curbs and gutters, 
and the water does move toward the 
bay. On the southwesterly side of 
El Camino ‘these curb and gutter 
streets (Fremont street is the far- 
thest from the highway) drain 
either directly to El Camino or into 
other streets so connecting. On El 
Camino a storm sewer carries the 
water into San Francisquito Creek. 
Because 6f the topography much of 
the water on University avenue be- 
tween Middle and Santa Cruz and 
on Fremont street runs down Roble 
avenue, the only unimproved street 
in that area. A storm sewer is need- 
ed on Roble, and this the city is 
prepared to install from available 
funds, but cannot do so unless the 
property owners are willing to fi- 
nance the street improvement. As 
yet the property owners have: not 
signified their willingness to put in 
a street with a curb and gutter. 

A bad situation which existed at 
the corner of Oak Grove and El 
Camino was ameliorated as part of 
the Santa Cruz avenue project. Wat- 
er collected in heavy storms more 
rapidly than it could be carried a- 
way by the drain at that corner. A 
storm sewer crossing the parking 
plaza now intercepts much of this 
water and carries it to the El 
Camino drain. 

On the other side of El Camino 
the railroad tracks form a barrier 
which collects water draining in 
that direction from El Camino. An 
extremely bad situation was cor- 
rected last winter at Santa Cruz 
and Merrill by placing a storm drain 
under the railroad tracks and al- 
lowing the water to continue its 
course toward the Bay. A very bad 
Situation also exists at Glenwood 
and the tracks, and while a certain 
amount of dredging has been done 
there, the only ultimate solution is 
another pipe under the tracks. 

It has not been the Policy of the 
city to encourage curb and gutter 
in the new subdivisions in our out- 
lying areas. If these areas did have 
such facilities the water would all 
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Election hangovers: 

Being a weekly publication and 
having to make up the editorial page 
early in the ‘veek, we can’t help be- 
ing a bit tardy with some notes on 
the historic event of Nov. 2 (call it 
a debacle or a vindication, depend- 
ing on where you stood). 

First thought is that Menlo Park 
deserves some sort of recognition 
for a strong turnout at the polls.

The 3002 vote represents more than 
an 80 per cent turnout and City 
Clerk Margaret Becker tells us that 
is excellent. 


Most amusing post-election do- 
ings are the frantic efforts of the 
pollsters to explain it all. They 
aren’t doing too well. 

The director of one of the bet- 
ter known polls has published a 
signed article which says the poll- 
sters around the country are re- 
checking their figures to find the 
reasoh. We can offer a sugges- 
tion: Spend their time looking for 
another job. 

One head pollster takes the voters 
to task in a nice way, intimating 
they didn't quite play fair and fool- 
ed the poll-takers. We look at it 
the other way. We think pollsters 
may have been the ones who were 
doing the fooling. A poll can serve 
two purposes: It can be used as a 
reflection of public opinion, it can 
be a vehicle to sway public opinion. 

The RECORDER, incidentally, 
had been under some sales pres- 
syre to purchase one of the polls. 
The RECORDER wasn’t interested. 
It would rather use the space for 
local news. 

Best forecaster of ’em all was 
the Man from Missouri.

The defeated candidate, incident- 
ally, just can’t seem to get away 
from little things that offend and 
pile up against him. An example 
was when he referred to the engin- 
eer of his special train as a “lunatic” 
because the train suddenly backed 
up toward a crowd during one of 
his train platform talks. The engin- 
ee ee 


course down to El Camino from the 
southwest, and El Camino would 
take on the appearance of a river 
fed by numerous large tributaries.

The solution to our storm water 
problem must be worked out piece- 
meal. In many spots where water 
collects in large amounts we must 
construct sumps or find means for 
moving it on where facilities for its 
disposal do exist. A few additional 
storm sewers or drains also will im- 
prove the picture. 
planning of every new subdivision, 
we must continue to see that drain- 
age is provided in a manner that 
will not unduly burden any single 
resident.
